should: be assumed |yy stafe courts. 


The effect of this doctrine, if gen 


erally accepted, would be to' place 
radlrbad.employes at a greater dlsad 
vantage In suits based on personal In 
juries, and compel them to sue In the

The judiciary committee had re 


ported a bill to give state and; fed era 
courts concurrent jurisdiction, thus 
relieving the situation In a measure 
and apparent!}' the senate was aboju:

Taft has issued the proclamation ex- 
tending the minimum rates 
of the 


Payne-Aldrlch tarlS bill to Canada. 
This brings to a successful conclusion 
negotiations extending over several 
mouths, and ending happily, princi- 
pally because Canada took the matter 
up directly with the United States. 


Canada gets the 
minimum 
tariff 


rates and In return gives to the United 
States Important reductions on thir- 
:een schedules In which there is active 
or prospective competition between the 
products of France and other conn- 
Ties with which Canada has reciproc- 
ity agreements. 


This meets the contention lhat the- 


rates extended by the Dominion gov- 
Tnment to France and twelve other 
countries 
constitute 
"undue" 
dis- 


crimination against the United States.

Addis Abeba, Abyssinia. March 31; 


—Menelik II, emperor of Abyssinia, 
Lion of Judah, is dead at the age of CO 
years, and in the twenty-first year of 
his reign. Prince Lyg Hyassu, grand- 
son of the late monarch, is heir to the 
throne. 
The monarch .was stricken 


with apoplexy fast October and never 
recovered his health. 


When he'was able no longer to 


carry on the affairs of state, Ras Tas- 
sama. the regent, with the approval 
of the the principal chiefs, took over 
the reins of government. At the;samo 
time Empress Taltou was deprived of 
all power of interference in the gov- 
ernment, and her appointments made 
among her favorites were annulled. 


Prince Lyg Eyassu was proclaimed 


heir to the throne on May 18 last. He 
Is 14 years of age, and little les/.than 
a year ago was married to the grand- 
daughter, aged 7 years, of the late 
Emperor John and niece of Empress 
Taltou. 


The empress Is reported to have 


been Imprisoned by the followers of 
L y g Eyassu. .

Since 1889 Menelik has been the 


undisputed ruler of Abyssinia, having 
been elected by the Abysslan chief- 
tains over' Ras Mnngaslia.

Menelik 
claims

Queen of Sheba, 
and was born 


on July 17, 1844. He was the son of 
the King of Shoa, but was captured 
In his youth by the governor of Kbri- 
dar, who had'usurped the throne, 
under the title of Theodore III. 


Menelik made war on Theodore and 


Ms successor, Emperor Johannes. 
Finally he.'.'roarried Ills daughter, to 
Res Area, the emperor's son...arid was 
tacitly acknowledged the'heir to the 
tin-one. After Res. Area.dled Emperor 
Johannes was killed in • battle 
and 


Menelik became Negue of Abyssinia, 


Refusing to acknowledge" the domi- 


nation of Italy 
over 
his country, 


Menelik compelled the Italian army to 
capitulate at Adowa In 1S9G, when a 
treaty was signed recognizing the 
absolute .Independence of Abyssinia. 
Ever since than peace has- crowned 
Menellk's foreign policy and the coun- 
try has. prospered.' 


The .result of the battle of Adowa 


was one of the most crushing defeats 
ever suffered by the• Italian nation. 
The Italian army of. is,000 .men was 
swept out of existence,' and 10,000 of 
them left-dead on "the battlefield. 


But Menelik was more than a war- 


rior. He was also a diplomat of such 
a high,order that by playing off the 
conflicting desires ' of the European 
powers for his domain, he succeeded 
in keeping Abyssinia the only real in- 
f.ependent state, free from outside, in- 
terference of any kind.

The people are a strange mixture ,of 


Semitic Abyssininns, Hatnitlc Dallas, 
Somali negroes, and Fiilnshas (of 
Jewish religion), with a; considerable 
number 
of 
non-natives—Indians, 


Arabs, Greeks, 
Armenians—and a 


few Europeans. 


These discordant and warring ele- 


ments have not only been held In 
check, but have been forced to accept 
many Innovations. That they did ac- 
cept them Is a tribute to the iespect 
and affection -In which he was held by 
his people.

The LIberian gunboat Lark, tem-

A German gun- 
boat arrived, and its commander of- 
fered to bombard Hoffman station ant 
Fluke; but the authorities declined 
the assistance.

him for murder/". The true bl!!.')ay "on 
top of,fifteen others returned. '.The 
trial has been set for next Monday. 


Welter's lawyer,' Walter D. Scott, 


protested that he had not been in- 
formed of the hour at which the in- 
quest would be. held, and that his 
client was receiving "shabby treat- 
ment."

It would be "legal butchery," be 


said, to try Wolter on Monday, when 
there were fifteen other men in the 
Tombs awaiting trial on charges of 
loraiclde. He would not even admit 
that Ruth Wheeler is dead. 


The grand jury indictment was for 
s£, degree murder, based 
on 
the 


charge that Wolter strangled Ruth 
Wheeler,,aged 15, stenographer, and 
then burned her body while she was 
still alive but unconscious. 


Wolter showed "many signs of. the 


ordeal he had been undergoing since 
.he murder charge was laid against 
lim. .Noticeably worn and dragged 
out, collariess, ;and wearing a badly 
wrinkled gray suit, his whole appear- 
ance presented a repiarkable contrast 
to that of the dapper youth of, a few 
days ago.

companion, who is being detained In 
he case, came into court shortly ef- 
:er Wolter.

)Hsoner, but he ignored her.

WAGES AND RATES 


ARE 


Double Action Decided Upon by 


New Haven Road 


Washington, March 31.—The New 


York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road company has filed with the Inter- 
state commerce commission schedules 
of increases in Its passenger rates. 
These advances are due to the In 
creases in wages maie recently tc 
the company's employe's. 


The new rates wll),become effective 


May 1. "The increases In fares range 
from 2 to B percent, but from an ex- 
amination of the tariffs filed with the 
commission It appears that only those 
fares which now average more than 
?1 have been increased.

IRISH SUPPORT ASQUITH
